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Romulus piiof 
dies in crash

A 34-year-old Romulus pilot 
was killed Sunday along with a 
business friend, when the Ces¬ 
sna 152 plane they were flying 
crashed as they were ap¬ 
proaching Mt. Pleasant Munic¬ 
ipal Airport. 

Killed were Craig Liv¬ 
ingston of Romulus and Mic¬ 
hael Boyle Sr., 44, of Kingston. 

Investigators from the Fed¬ 
eral Aviation Administration 
and Michigan State Police con¬ 
tinue today probing the cause 


of that crash that sent the 
small plane smashing into the 
median of U.S. 27. The crash 
blocked traffic on the highway 
for several hours. 

Romulus friends state that 
Livingston, who had been fly¬ 
ing almost three years, had a 
strong love of flying. 

No date has been set yet for 
local rites for Livingston. * 
The pair reportedly rented 
the plane at the Oakland- 
Pontiac Airport and were in 
the process of making their fi-

Light vote seen 
for school races

An extremely light voter 
turnout is expected for the 
1996 Romulus School Board 
race to fill two board seats on 
June 10. 

The three candidates run¬ 
ning to fill two seats include: 
Debra Hoffman, incumbent 
board president; Michael 
Woods, a former board mem¬ 
ber and Betty Lenossi, a re¬ 
cently retired school bus 
driver and union activist. 

Incumbent trustee Pat Pat¬ 
terson announced months ago 
he was retiring from the board 
as of June after 12 years on the 
board. 

The hours that the polls will 
be open are 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. and 
most election watchers are 
predicting that the voter turn¬ 
out could be as low as 400-500. 

Some of the sidelights of the 
possible election results could 
be that if Woods is elected he 
would become the first 
African-American on the 
board in a number of years or 
if the two female candidates 
win, the number of male 
trustees could dip to two out of 
seven, the lowest in recent 
memory.

State Police TIFA probe

As expected citizen critic 
James Rarey called for a state 
police investigation of past Ro¬ 
mulus Tax Increment Finance 
Authority financial dealings. 

Rarey, a retired accountant, 
challenged the City Council to 
ask for such a probe since the 
local TIFA plans for the Vining 
Road project rose in cost from 
$1.8 million to $11 million. 

Rarey asked who were the 
deciding officials, who made 
these decisions in recent years 
and were they proper deci¬ 
sions. He said as much as 
$419,000 may have been im¬ 
properly paid to some persons. 

Rarey told the council “you 
have three options-one to con¬ 
duct the investigation your¬ 
selves, instruct Mayor Oakley 
to do so or call in the state po¬ 
lice. I would recommend the 
state police.” 

Past comments and Rarey’s 
call for a study were chided by 
Council members William 
Wadsworth and Deborah Ro¬ 
maic. 

Wadsworth complained that

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Ex-teacher 
to be sentenced 

Former Romulus calculus 
teacher William Raeck Jr. will 
be sentenced for pleading non 
vult to a single charge of child 
abuse third degree on June 27 
before Circuit Court Judge 
Amy Hathaway. 

Raeck entered his plea on 
May 3, several days before his 
trials were to begin involving 
one student and one graduate 
of Romulus High School. 

Raeck was accused of tak 
ing videos and still photos of 
the boys, some while the boys 
were allegedly nude.

the one by Britton gave her the 
best clue to Emi’s whereabouts 
and lead to her recovery hours 
later. 

Emi apparently chewed her 
way out of her pet cage aboard 
a Northwest plane on April 25 
and fled from Detroit Metro 
Airport as baggage workers re¬ 
moved the cage from the air¬ 
liner. 

Emi escaped from the air¬ 
port grounds and roamed the 
area immediately outside the 
airport for almost two weeks. 

Armies of volunteers 
scouted the neighborhoods for 
the yellow Labrador- 
greyhound mix. Others left pet 
food outside in their back¬ 
yards and even Shotland left 
some of his clothes behind in 
an effort to catch the dog. 

But since Emi would only 
respond to her master, catch¬ 
ing the nervous dog was all but 
impossible. 


Finally after getting Brit¬ 
ton’s call, Matthews was able 
to spot Emi behind a shed just 
off 1-94, but another dog 
blocked her passage. Britton’s 
message said Emi was seen at 
1-94 near Ozga and Menton. 

Matthews radioed Shotland 
to come to the area and shout 
out Emi’s name over and over 
again. Emi finally heard her 
master’s voice and raced to¬ 
ward him. She stopped short 
when she reached Shotland 
and then excitedly continued 
to jump up to lick his face. 

Joining Britton’s mother at 
the award ceremony outside 
the Goddard Road animal con¬ 
trol office were her two grand¬ 
children, Jason and Jennifer. 

Britton thanked Northwest 
and Shotland for the reward 
saying that her daughter could 
really use the money since she 
is a single-parent.

Stating she feels she can 
“make a difference,” Lenossi 
said, if elected “I pledge to you 
(the voter) honesty, fairness, 
compassion and a willingness 
to listen.” 

Former School Board Presi¬ 
dent Dan Bales is serving as 
her campaign manager. 

In addition to her years as a 
bus driver, Lenossi has also 
been an active member of AF- 
SCME School Employees Lo¬ 
cal 64 (a union representing 
many of the non-teacher em¬ 
ployees of the school district). 
She also has served as presi¬ 
dent, vice president and trea¬ 
surer of the local. 

Her union ties are expected 
to add to her vote total on June 
10, as the administration of Su¬ 
perintendent Dr. William Be¬ 
dell is still negotiating 
contracts with Local 64 and the 
teachers’ union. 

Outside of school, Lenossi 
and her late husband, Daniel, 
were active with Romulus 
youth sports, the Girl Scouts, 
the Cub scouts, the Campfire 
Girls, Romulus Senior Citizen 
Club and St. Aloysius Church. 

She has three children, in¬ 
cluding two Romulus High 


School graduates, and now is 
the grandmother of eight. 

Educationally Lenossi grad¬ 
uated from Cooley High School 
in Detroit in 1949 and spent 
two years at Wayne State Uni¬ 
versity. She has lived in Ro¬ 
mulus for three decades, hav¬ 
ing previously resided in 
Inkster. 

Michael Woods 

Woods, who served on the 
Romulus School Board from 
1977-81, vows if elected he 
hopes to “be the bridge” to get¬ 
ting more parents and commu¬ 
nity leaders involved in the 
school scene. 

Woods, 46, and his wife, Al- 
faye, “helped write the new 
“Parent/Guardian School Com¬ 
pact,” and feels its success 
could help tremendously in in¬ 
tegrating the school program 
by adding the missing link 
(parents). 

“We have to get the parents 
to buy into this program,” 
Woods said, “because to be 
successful we can’t put all the 
emphasis on the school admin¬ 
istration. It has to be a 
community-wide effort.” 

Woods vows the school dis¬ 
trict also needs to “take its 
show on the road” and explain 
the new initiatives to those in 
area churches, clubs and other 
organizations. 

He vows it “won’t be an easy 
effort,” but it is something that 
has to be done to develop a 
“win-win” attitude in Romulus 
by taking some positive risks. 

Woods also vows he will ap¬ 
plaud the effort to place Ro¬ 
mulus school board meetings 
on cable TV, because “the pub¬ 
lic has a right to know what is 
happening in our schools.” 

Woods said he feels that his 
previous term on the school 
board helped straighten out 
some critical problems in the 
school’s administrative (cen¬ 
tral) office that helped the 
schools focus their attention 
where it belongs “on the stu¬ 
dents.” 

Now with a new term loom¬ 
ing, Woods said he hopes to 
help unite the community with 
a similar theme. 

He lists three major issues:

Woods. 

Thomas Dolan, district cur¬ 
riculum director revealed 
Thursday that the “Romulus 
School District wanted to 
make official, what many other 
school districts in the state are 
only talking about.” 

Cory School Principal Phy¬ 
llis Adkins, who helped coor¬ 
dinate the planning sessions 
said, the compact sets down 
precise roles for the school, 
the home and the student. It 
also requests that teachers, 
parents-guardians and stu¬ 
dents sign the compact prior to 
actually attending the first 
classes beginning in the fall. 

Several empowered schools 
in Detroit have such agree¬ 
ments in place at this time, Ad-

kins said, but the heavy 
majority of schools only have 
the concept on a verbal basis. 

The most famous model to 
date is in the Boston, Mass, 
school district, Adkins said, 
and that has been in force for 
about a decade. 

Approximately 26 teachers, 
parents, pastors and school 
board members took part in 
the three working sessions that 
created the compact, she said. 

Some of the compact plan¬ 
ning team included school 
trustees Judith Gondek and 
Julie Oleszkowicz, Pastors 
Brad Lewis and Virgil Humes 
and parents Sherry Hicks and 
Matt and Tammy McGrane. 

Among the school’s respon¬ 
sibilities will be: providing a 
clean, safe and caring learning 
environment, communicating 
with families on an ongoing 
basis about their children’s 
progress and providing enrich¬ 
ment and reteaching oppor¬ 
tunities for all students. 

The home’s responsibilities 
will include being good role 
models and demonstrating re¬ 


spect for others, providing 
children with good nutrition, 
ample sleep and appropriate 
clothing and encouraging high 
expectations for their chil¬ 
dren’s success. 

Parents/guardians also will 
send their children to school 
on time and support school 
homework policies and behav¬ 
ior policies. 

The student’s part of the 
compact includes attending 
school on time daily, coming 
prepared to learn and willing 
to ask questions until they un¬ 
derstand the lesson. 

The students will respect 
themselves and others, learn 
to work in cooperative teams 
and complete homework as¬ 
signments accurately, neatly 
and time, the compact also 
states. 

Adkins is proud of the lan¬ 
guage used in the compact say¬ 
ing it is not filled with 
professional education-terms, 
but uses “clear language not 
wimpy terms in regard to the 
issues at hand.” 

Trustee Oleszkowicz said 
“the board’s initiative on 
higher academic achievement 
requires a positive and pre¬ 
dictable environment. Thus 
the compact will clearly define 
the expectations for students, 
parents and the schools.” 

Trustee Gondek stated “the 
compact clearly establishes 
the part everyone is to play 
and their responsibility in the 
students’ education process. 
We need and expect every par¬ 
ents full cooperation and com¬ 
mitment.”

To the editor. 

With all the discussion 
around town about the various 
ballot proposals on bond issues 
for the schools being "For the 
Kids’ Sake,” I have to ask the 
question, is everything on these 
ballot proposals truly "For the 
Kids’ Sake?” Let’s look at the sit¬ 
uation from a slightly different 
angle. 

When my husband and I mar¬ 
ried 15 years ago, we agreed that 
while we had children in our 
home, I would be available to 
them in our home. While Juan is 
a very involved father, I am the 
one who taught our two older 
children not only how to read, 
but to love to read as they sat on 
my lap. I have been available to 


answer many questions and to 
take the time to " look it up” with 
my children when I didn’t know 
the answers. And, by spending 
precious hours just being with 
my children, 1 have imparted 
lessons not available on any 
computer software: things like 
responsibility, thrift, integrity, 
compassion, and service. The 
role of mama is one I wouldn’t 
trade away for any paycheck in 
the world. Even through times of 
unemployment for my husband, 
I have been mostly at home with 
my children, bringing in only 
limited income from home 
based business. It hasn't always 
been easy, but we have re¬ 
mained firm in our commitment 
that raising our children is sec¬ 
ond only to our priority of honor¬ 
ing God. Every choice we make 
is for our kids’ sake. 

Because of the choices we 
have made, living within our 
means is very important, so 
when anyone asks for our money, 
we want to make sure our money 
is being used wisely before we 
give it to them. Is the goal wor¬ 
thy? What is the plan to meet the 
goal? Will that plan meet that 
goal? Is the plan efficient? Is 
there a better way? Only after we 
are satisfied with the answers to 
these questions do we volunteer 
our resources. 

After viewing "educational” 
videos at two school open houses 
last fall, I was emotionally ready 
to vote "yes” to the bond propos¬ 
al and sinking fund. After all, 
how could I vote against the chil¬ 
dren? But when Juan and I start¬ 
ed hearing more about the pro¬ 


posals, things started to bother 
us. For instance, each school had 
been promised certain improve¬ 
ments, but when the numbers 
were added up, there wouldn’t 
be enough money to pay for each 
promise. There was no guaran¬ 
tee that the money would be 
spent according to the proposals, 
either written or as presented in 
the video. Second, there would 
be a 30 year loan on all of it in¬ 
cluding buses and technology 
that would long since have been 
discarded. So, we voted "no.” 

As we inspect the new ballot 
proposals, we are looking at 
whether the problems have 
been solved. I acknowledge that 
an attempt to listen to voters has 
been made. But I am bothered 
by a few things. There is still no 
guarantee that any funds will be 
spent in any particular way. At 
least we are not being asked to 
take 30 years to pay for buses 
that have an eight-years use ex¬ 
pectancy. But we will need an¬ 
other special fund as soon as this 
one is finished to buy another 
entire fleet of buses, unless we 
pay for the buses from currently 
available funds. 

As for technology, even under 
the new proposal, all $6 million 
worth of equipment will be obso¬ 
lete before tax payers finish pay¬ 
ing the bill. I can hear the cam¬ 
paign slogan now: "Only the best, 
most-up-to-date equipment at 
each desk, for our kids’ sake”! At 
a district-wide Van Buren 
School Improvement Team last 
week, I found out that the cur-

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week, I found out that the cur¬ 
rent technology proposal al¬ 
lows $4,800 per large-screen 
monitor for each classroom in 
the district. According to the 
district’s curriculum director, 
Mr. Tabor, the actual current 
cost for each monitor would be 
$1,100, or one-fourth the pro¬ 
posed cost. Instead of coming 
up with a plan to show the tax¬ 
payers what is actually needed 
in the district, along with the 
actual cost so that we can vote 
yes or no, many people in the 
schools have this attitude: 
“Let’s see how much technol 
ogy we can get for $6 million.” 
Don’t get me wrong; I am not 
against putting technology in 
the schools. I just don’t believe 
that all the funding possi¬ 
bilities have been explored. It 
seems to me that corporations 
would much rather take tax 
write-offs for helping to put 
technology into classrooms 
than in paying for remedial 
reading, math and communica¬ 
tion training for entry-level 
employees. A person can learn 
how to use a computer in a 
matter of weeks, or a few 
months at the most. But the 
skills and love of reading re¬ 
quire individual attention 
over a period of years. And no 
corporate-sponsored course in 
ethics can replace at-home 
values education during the 
critical formative years. 

I happen to believe that it is 
to the advantage of schools to 
cooperate with families as 
much as possible. The number 
of volunteers available to help 
at each school continues to 
shrink, due, in part, to moms 
seeking outside employment 
to make ends meet One more 
tax bill to pay that will not be 
used as efficiently and wisely 
as possible is not family- 
friendly. 

While improving education 
in our district will involve 
many costs, I don’t believe the 
answer is just to throw more 
money at the problem. I be¬ 
lieve we can use more creative 
thinking to make necessary 
changes while living within 
our means. We need a plan 
that is effective and efficient, 
and a school board that is com¬ 
pletely accountable to the pub¬ 
lic for every dollar it spends. 
All adults in this district need 
to take more time to hold chil¬ 
dren on our laps and enter the 
joy of learning with them. Af¬ 
ter all, it’s for our kids’ sake.

Teller convicted of embezzlement 


A resident of Concord, 
Mich., was sentenced in fed¬ 
eral court in Ann Arbor to 
serve 24 months for her convic¬ 
tion for bank embezzlement. 

Receiving the sentence 
from United States District 
Judge George La Plata was 
Christine Draffen, 25, formerly 
an employee of Comerica 
Bank. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Jen¬ 


nifer Gorland, who prosecuted 
the case, stated, "Ms. Draffen 
embezzled $696,000 over a pe¬ 
riod of four years from Com¬ 
erica Bank while employed as 
a teller. Ms. Draffen was able 
to successfully conceal her em¬ 
bezzlement during this time 
through the preparation of 
false accounting transfers in 
the bank’s general ledger ac¬ 
count.” 

Gorland said, “The sentence 


was imposed under the United 
States Sentence Guidelines ac¬ 
cording to the nature of the of¬ 
fense and the criminal 
background, if any, of the de¬ 
fendant. 


A new soccer complex is 
just part of the plans Canton 
Township has for designing 
new parks and upgrading old 
ones. 

The Board of Trustees May 
14 approved awarding $66,000 
in professional service con¬ 
tracts to three landscape ar¬ 
chitectural firms for the 
purpose of designing two new 
community parks and for im¬ 
provements to Barchester 
Park. 

The projected construction 
budgets for the three park pro- 
jects totals approximately 
$975,000. 

The two new parks to be cre¬ 
ated include a soccer complex 
at Denton Road on 40 acres of 
property currently being ac¬ 
quired by the township, and 
the development of a 20-acre 
park on a site already owned 
by the township at Sheldon 
and Palmer Roads. 

Design of the soccer com¬ 
plex, which will not be for¬ 
mally awarded until the sale is 
complete, will include 12-14 
premier soccer fields, parking 
lot, playground equipment, 
picnic area, concession, rest 
room buildings and signage. 
That project is expected to 
cost about $600,000. 

The Sheldon/Palmer park 
may include picnic areas, play¬ 
ground equipment, jog/walk 
paths, practice soccer fields, 
parking lots and an open play 
area with a total cost of about 
$250,000. 

Barchester Park, a neigh¬ 
borhood park, acquired by the 
township several years ago 
would see improvements that 


include a parking lot, play- 
scape, picnic area and jog/ 
walk paths with a price tag of 
about $125,000. 

It is expected that the soc¬ 
cer complex will be con¬ 
structed this year along with 


the improvements to Barches¬ 
ter Park. 

The design contracts were 
awarded to Beckett & Raeder, 
Inc. ($35,000), Grissom/Metz, 
Inc. ($20,300) and Carlisle/ 
Wortman, Inc. ($10,680).

Cellular cloning fraud 
losses drop 70 percent 


Personal Identification Nu¬ 
mbers, of PINs, on cellular 
phones are having a dramatic 
effect in the war against cellu¬ 
lar cloning, according to new 
figures compiled by Ameri- 
tech. 

Losses due to cellular clon¬ 
ing fraud in the company’s five 
state region decreased 70 per¬ 
cent since reaching an all-time 
high in mid-February. Ameri- 
tech initiated a campaign in 
February to build awareness 
of PINs and encourage cellu¬ 
lar customers to activate a 
four-digit code for use when 
making calls. 

The PIN is a securing tactic 
that renders an illegally ob¬ 
tained cellular number unus¬ 
able by thieves. How? The 
cellular number and the PIN 
are transmitted on different 
frequencies. Since the PIN is 
required for each outgoing 
call, the cloner is deterred 
from using the stolen number. 

“Cellular cloning is incon¬ 
veniencing our customers and 
it costs the industry more than 
$1 million per day, so we’re 
glad to see that this effort is 
helping to reverse the trend,” 
said Deborah J. Ravetta, 
Ameritech regional vice

were added.” 

While re-doing the facility, 
Beesley left in many of the 
original obstacles which were 
popular with players. 

The Beesleys have a video 
area and snack shop and plan 
to introduce a magic show on 
the second Tuesday of June 
and continue it monthly 
through the season. 

“Our customers have always 
had a lot of fun here,” said Bee¬ 
sley. “We’ve had birthday par¬ 
ties and graduations parties 
here, and one time a wedding 
party -- all in their formal wear 
- stopped in to play a round.”

Sheriff 

seeks 

posse

Beware crime breakers, 
thousands of almost invisible 
crime stoppers are joining 
Sheriff Robert Ficano’s super 
posse to smash crime activity 
here. 

Ficano went public with his 
need for an on-going posse last 
week, saying that the County 
Sheriffs Department was put¬ 
ting together a Crime Stoppers 
program to cut into the area’s 
unsolved murders and other 
serious crimes. 

Hundreds of similar Crime 
Stoppers programs are al¬ 
ready in action across the U.S. 
and Canada and have resulted 
in $38.5 million in rewards be¬ 
ing paid to clear 552,978 old po- 
lice cases, recover $977.3 
million in stolen property and 
$2.1 billion in illegal drugs. 

To stimulate the posse of 
Crime Stoppers, Ficano plans 
to institute a televised pro¬ 
gram (that may even be broad¬ 
cast on some radio stations) of 
a crime re-enactment each 
month. The first Crime Stop¬ 
pers re- enactment is slated for 
June and reportedly will de¬ 
pict an August 1994 slaying in 
western Wayne County. 

Ficano’s own deputies will 
play the parts of both the 
crime victims and the law 
breakers themselves in the re¬ 
enactments. 

Those joining Ficano’s 
posse won’t even have to strap 
on a six-shooter or even meet 
in front of the sheriffs office at 
noon tomorrow. 

All they will have to do is 
keep their eyes open in their 
neighborhood, on the job, in 
the malls and even on the high¬ 
ways. 

Then they will be asked to 
stay informed of Crime Stop¬ 
pers tips in both the print and 
electronic media.
